Réduction In Rate 
Electrical d$ ower 


Bert Lapp, Dist. Manager, 
Makes Announcement 


Today 


A: sweeping rate reduction, ef- 
fective December 1st, was. an- 
nounced for customers of the Flor- 
dia Power & Light company yes- 
terday by H. L. Lapp, manager of 
the Glades district. All residen- 
tial customers and-small commer- 
cial customers will share the res 
duction. Large commercial cus- 
tomers not affected at this time 
have recently received . several 
substantial reductions. 

In making public the , news of 
this slashing of rates, Manager 
‘Lapp #dded that it would continue 
to’ be the policy of the company to 
reduce its rates whenever possible. 
The new low domestic’ rates re- 
place the several previous rates, 
with resulting simplicity. Where- 
аз the old rates included both net 
and gross billing, the new rate 
provides for net billing -only. 

Explaining the effect of the new 
rate, Mr. Lapp said 
three rate wus optional with the 
customer and conditional on his 
use of an electric refrigerator, 
range or water heater, thus not 
being available to the ordipary 
lighting customer. 
comparatively high minimum.” 

"The new rate, fike the old 
thrifty-three, is a one meter rate, 
}has а low minimum and 1$ ap- 
plicable to all: domestic customers, 
regardless of the appliances they 
use. For instance in the old 
thrifty-three mate the minimum 
$2.75, while the new one meter 
Frate will have a minimum in in- 
corporated towns and villages of 
$1.25 und in unincorporated areas 
$1.50. Use over the minimum bill} 
is available to any domestic cus- 
tomer under the new rates at six 
cents per kilowatt hour, use from 
‘fifty kilowatt hours to one hun- 
dred fifty kilowatt hours at three 
cents per kilowatt hours and over 
one hundred fifty kilowatt hours is 
at one and one-half cents per kilo- 
watt hour.” 

“Customers now оп the thrifty- 
three rate also benefit. For Any 
consumer now using 200 kilowatt 
hours, for. example, thé reduction 
will make possible the use of 192 
more service monthly at no ad-
